FOREWORD 

With  this  report  for  the  biennium  July  1,  1968,  through  June  30,  1970,  a  new  format  is 
being  initiated  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  more  graphic  in  depicting  some  of  the  high  spots 
of  the  activities  of  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services  as  well  as  in  highlighting  infor- 
mation of  concern  to  those  interested  in  the  social  services  program. 

This  is  another  aspect  of  the  continuing  effort  of  this  department  to  inform  taxpayers 
regarding  the  public  welfare  program  and  how  tax  dollars  are  spent  to  alleviate  the  prob- 
lems of  poverty.  It  is  another  effort  to  explode  some  of  the  myths  that  have  grown  up  around 
this  program  with  facts  that  speak  for  themselves. 


AN  OVERVIEW 

The  year  1968  marked  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  public  welfare  program  in  North  Carolina.  It  was  in  1868  that  delegates 
to  the  General  Assembly  wrote  a  new  State  Constitution,  Article  XI,  Section  7,  of  which  provided: 

"Beneficent  provision  for  the  poor,  the  unfortunate,  and  orphan,  being  one  of  the  first  duties  of  a  civilized  and 
Christian  State,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  session,  appoint  and  define  the  duties  of  a  Board  of  Public  Char- 
ities, to  whom  shall  be  entrusted  the  supervision  of  all  charitable  and  penal  State  institutions,  and  who  shall  annually 
report    to    the    Governor  upon    their    condition    with    sugestions  for  their  improvement." 

This  one  hundredth  anniversary  found  the  program  with  such  a  simple,  uncomplicated  beginning,  so  far  removed  from  its  beginning 
and  so  complicated  as  to  be  almost  unrecognizable  and  yet  the  same  basic  principle  has  prevailed  —  care  of  the  unfortunate,  the  neg- 
lected, the  poor,  the  ill,  and  the  aged. 

The  biennium  1968-70  proved  to  be  unpredictable  in  social  services.  In  contrast  to  most  of  the  rest  of  country,  since  1963  the  public 
assistance  recipient  trend  had  been  dropping  in  North  Carolina  but  during  this  biennium  there  has  been  a  sharp  upward  trend  in  the 
number  of  recipients  in  all  categories  —  aid  to  the  aged,  aid  to  the  disabled,  and  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children.  This  is  docu- 
mented by  charts  and  graphs  which  follow. 

Implementation  of  the  mandatory  1967  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  including  Title  XIX,  Medicaid,  and  the  increased 
number  of  recipients  precipitated  a  request  for  and  receipt  from  the  1969  General  Assembly  of  unprecedented  financial  support.  However, 
even  with  the  Federal  share  of  approximately  70  percent  in  the  overall  program,  the  counties  and  the  State  experienced  difficulty  in  fi- 
nancing the  non-Federal  share.  This  is  one  more  indication  of  the  hazard  of  administering  an  open-end  program  on  a  closed-end  budget. 
The  100  county  social  services  departments  are  open  five  days  a  week  to  qualify  applicants  for  financial  assistance.  When  the  applicants 
are  eligible,  this  assistance  must  be  given  within  a  certain  time  limit,  regardless  of  the  county's  and  State's  approved  budgets.  Under 
Federal  regulations,  the  number  of  recipients  cannot  be  limited  in  accordance  with  the  availability  of  State  and  county  funds.  The 
alternatives  are  to  find  more  State  and  county  money  to  match  the  Federal  funds  which  place  no  limits  on  the  number  of  recipients,  or  to 
reduce  payments  to  or  on  behalf  of  recipients. 

If  money  presented  a  problem,  a  major  plus  in  this  biennium  was  the  1969  General  Assembly's  recodification  and  clarification  of 
Chapter  108  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  heretofore  known  as  the  "Public  Welfare  Laws."  Not  only  did  this  clarify  a  maze 
of  laws  with  duplications  and  contradictions  that  had  accumulated  over  the  past  100  years,  but  it  included  some  substantive  changes  such 
as  the  one  making  the  name  of  the  agency  the  State  Board  and  State  Department  of  Social  Services,  with  similar  name  changes  in  ad- 
ministrative components  and  personnel  at  both  the  State  and  county  levels.  Some  substantive  changes  were  made,  too,  in  the  lien  law. 

Another  major  legislative  step  was  the  approval  of  the  implementation  of  Title  XIX,  Medicaid,  effective  January  1,  1970,  with  respon- 
sibility for  its  administration  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Social  Services. 

Also  approved  by  the  General  Assembly  was  legislation  to  implement  and  funds  to  provide  for  several  of  the  mandatory  1967 
amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  including  the  Work  Incentive  Program,  effective  in  10  counties  in  North  Carolina  the  first  year, 
to  provide  training  and  employment  for  AFDC  recipients  except  those  too  old,  too  young,  or  too  ill  to  work,  or  those  needed  in  the 
home;  the  disregard,  after  July  1,  1969,  of  the  first  $30  of  earned  income  in  AFDC  families  and  one-third  of  the  remainder;  funds  for  the 
provision  of  day  care  for  AFDC  children;  and  protective  and  vendor  payments  for  certain  dependent  children  in  AFDC  cases.  Legislation 
was  also  enacted  eliminating  the  Eugenics  Board  as  a  separate  State  agency  and  providing  for  the  secretary  to  the  Board  to  be  an 
employee  of  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services,  designated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Social  Services. 

Once  again  mandatory  licensing  of  day  care  facilities  failed  in  passage  in  the  1969  Legislature.  The  Committee  on  Licensing  of  Day 
Care  Facilities  of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  sponsored  identical  bills  in  the  Senate  and  House  which  would  have  placed 
licensing  in  a  new  agency,  the  Child  Day  Care  Licensing  Board.  The  Senate  bill,  which  was  amended  to  place  the  licensing  in  this 
department,  passed  the  Senate.  In  the  meantime  another  bill  was  introduced  which  would  have  given  licensing  authority  to  the  State 
Board  of  Social  Services.  Two  of  the  bills  died  in  committee  and  the  other  was  defeated  on  the  floor  of  the  House  the  day  the  General 
Assembly  adjourned.  No  State  Board  sponsored  day  care  legislation  was  introduced. 

Two  significant  studies  were  negotiated  during  this  period.  In  line  with  management  improvements,  in  the  Department,  these 
studies  were  implemented  with  the  goal  of  improving  social  services  in  general.  The  most  significant  of  these,  authorized  personally 
by  the  Governor  and  being  made  by  a  nationally  known  consulting  firm,  is  for  the  first  time  examining  the  entire  concept  and  system  of 
public  welfare  in  this  state  and  making  recommendations  for  effecting  maximum  efficiency  and  economy.  The  results  will  be  made 
available  to  the  1971  General  Assembly.  The  other  is  a  study  of  the  Department's  field  operation  across  the  State  with  a  view  to 
improving  the  entire  system. 


In  response  to  Federal  and  State  laws,  three  advisory  committees  were  named  to  advise  the  State  Board  of  Social  Services. 
The  first  two  provided  for  by  Federal  law  and  appointed  by  the  State  Board  were  a  State  Advisory  Committee  on  Public  Assistance, 
Family  and  Children's  Services,  and  Services  to  Adults  and  a  State  Advisory  Committee  on  Day  Care.  There  are  15  members  of  the 
first  committee,  one-third  of  whom  represent  the  recipient  group.  Twelve  members  constitute  the  day  care  committee,  one-third  of  whom 
represent  the  recipient  group.  The  Governor,  in  accordance  with  North  Carolina  law,  appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  for  Medical  As- 
sistance ".  .  .  to  advise  the  State  Board  of  Social  Services  concerning  the  purchase  of  health  and  medical  services  .  .  .".  This  is  a 
23  member  committee  with  five  ex-officio  members. 

Taking  office  in  October  1969  as  the  ninth  chairman  but  the  first  chairman  of  the  Board  with  its  new  name,  the  State  Board  of 
Social  Services,  was  Mr.  John  R.  Jordan,  Jr.,  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  fill  the  two  year  unexpired  term  of  the  former  Chairman. 
At  the  same  time  the  Governor  reappointed  Mrs.  Neil  Goodnight  to  serve  a  four  year  unexpired  term  and  Miss  Sarah  Y.  Austin  and 
Mr.  Troy  H.  Thompson  to  serve  full  six  year  terms.  Already  serving  on  the  Board  were  Mrs.  Thomas  E.  Medlin,  Dr.  Bruce  B.  Blackmon, 
and  Mr.  Robert  L  Lyday. 

The  legal  mandate  for  this  report  requires  that  it  include  ".  .  .  recommendations  for  improving  the  programs  administered  or 
supervised  by  the  Department."  The  recommendations  made  here  are  not  an  attempt  to  give  an  exhaustive  list  nor  even  to  list  prior- 
ities. Implementation  of  these  recommendations  would  strengthen  the  Department's  programs. 

As  a  part  of  the  program  of  county  departments  of  social  services,  make  social  services  available  to  all  who 
need   them  and  give  consideration  to  charging  a  fee  for  those  able  to  pay  for  the  services. 

The  present  law  on  licensing  of  public  solicitation  of  benefits  from  North  Carolina  residents  provides  for  no 
effective  means  of  enforcement  and  should  be  revised  to  put  some  teeth  in  its  enforcement. 

The  State  Department  of  Social   Services  should  be  authorized  to  obtain  its  own  computing  equipment. 

Provide  for  a  program  of  licensed  day  care  centers  for  the  elderly  with  full  financial  support. 

Provide  for  mandatory  licensing  of  all  child  day  care  facilities. 

Provide  for  juvenile  delinquency  counseling  services  and  detention  facilities  on  a  regional  basis. 

Develop  group  care  facilities  for  children  awaiting  juvenile  court   hearings. 

In  order  to  increase  the  number  of  foster  homes,  increase  payments  to  foster  parents  so  that  they  will  be 
commensurate  with  the  services  foster  parents  render. 

Make   reporting  of  cases  of  child  abuse  and   neglect  mandatory. 

As  the  following  pages  demonstrate,  the  functions  of  this  department  are  myriad  and  the  one  for  which  the  Department  is  best 
known,  financial  services,  is  only  one  facet.  All  of  them  demand  compassion.  All  of  them  relate  to  poverty  in  both  its  restricted  and  its 
broadest  sense.  The  following  excerpt  from  an  editorial  in  the  Winston-Salem  Journal  is  worthy  counsel: 

"Poverty  has  a  face  which  most  of  us  do  not  see. 

"Poverty  has  been  put  through  the  computer  and  translated  into  statistics  for  affluent  people  to  read  and  then  grumble  about 
welfare  rolls.  'People  should  be  made  to  work  for  what  they  get.'  It  is  a  calculated,  computerized  response  to  human  need  made  by  those 
who  are  well-fed,  well-clothed,  well-housed,  and  otherwise  secure. 

"The  face  of  the  poor  man  tells  his  story  more  than  the  charts  of  welfare  recipients.  He  cannot  remember  when  his  life  was  any 
different:  hopeless,  destitute,  cold.  He  will  die  without  ever  again  feeling  the  happiness  he  might  have  hoped  for  as  a  bov. 

"When  we  become  tired  of  reading  about  the  poverty  problem,  we  should  look  into  the  face  of  one  poor  man." 
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ORGANIZATION 

State  Board  of  Social  Services 

Appointed  by  the  Governor  for  six-year  terms,  the  State  Board  of  Social  Services  is  a  policy  making  board  for  the  operation  of 
the  welfare  programs  in  North  Carolina.

FUNCTION 


By  North  Carolina  law,  responsibility  for  making  the  policy  for  the  State's  social  services  programs  is  vested  in  a  seven  member  State 
Board  of  Social  Services,  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Members  are  appointed  for  six  year  terms  and  the  Governor  designates  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  to  appoint  the  Commissioner  of  Social  Services  who,  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  State 
Board  of  Social  Services,  has  responsibility  for  organizing  and  operating  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services  which  supervises 
the  programs  and  services  administered  by  the  100  county  departments  of  social  services. 

To  complete  the  administrative  picture  of  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services,  the  Commissioner  is  aided  by  an  Assistant 
Commissioner.  To  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  Department,  the  organization  includes  seven  division  directors  with  numerous  section 
chiefs  and    unit   supervisors. 

As  indicated  above,  the  100  county  departments  of  social  services  have  responsibility  for  administering,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  State  department,  the  welfare  programs  and  services  in  accordance  with  Federal  laws  and  policies,  State  laws,  and  policies  of  the 
State  Board  of  Social   Services. 

Programs  and  services  provided  include:  aid  to  the  aged  and  disabled,  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children,  family  planning 
services,  psychological  services,  adoption  services,  food  programs,  foster  care,  medical  services,  homemaker  and  social  service  aide  pro- 
grams, community  services,  jail  and  detention  services,  and  counselling  services. 


DIVISION  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 
Edwin  J.  Hamlin,  Director 

The  Division  of  Administrative  Services  is  responsible  for  providing  the  administrative  services  necessary  for  the  efficient  function- 
ing of  all  operational  elements  of  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services.  Its  services  are  rendered  through  the  office  of  the  Director 
and  five  major  sections,  providing  traditional  and  on-going  staff  assistance  as   indicated   by  their  titles: 

1.  Personnel  Administration,  which 

.  .  .  recruits  and  employs  personnel  for  the  State  Department  and  screens  and  refers  potential  applicants  to  the  county  departments 
of  social  services; 

.  .  .  processes  personnel  transactions,  appointments,  promotions,  separations,  provides  payroll  information  and  performs  other  standard 
personnel   administrative  functions; 

.  .  .  prepares  and  recommends  position  classifications  and  reclassifications  for  new  and  existing  positions; 

.  .  .  maintains  necessary  coordination  with  Federal  Merit  System,  regional  offices  of  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  and 
other  State  and  Federal  personnel  agencies; 

.  .  .  maintains  controls  on  county  social  services  board  appointments  and  conducts  necessary  liaison  with  the  counties. 

2.  Staff  Development,  which 

.  .  .  conducts  orientation  and  on-going  training  for  all  classes  of  personnel   in  accordance  with  Federal  requirements; 

.  .  .  administers  educational    leave  and   scholarships  for  persons   interested  in  securing  further  study  and  employment  in  social  services; 

.  .  .  determines  need  and  provides  guidance  for  staff  development  programs  in  county  departments  of  social  services. 

3.  Public  Information,  which 

.  .  .  plans  and  carries  out  comprehensive  programs  through  the  information  media  to  inform  the  public  of  social  service  benefits, 
policies,   procedures  and   services; 

.  .  .  edits  and  publishes  wide  range  of  publications  and  periodicals  designed  to  inform  recipients  and  the  general  public  of  all  aspects 
of  public  assistance  and  social   services  program; 

.  .  .  arranges  graphic  presentations  for  staff  use  as  educational  and  informational  material; 

.  .  .  instructs  State  and  county  staff  in  public  relations  practices  and  techniques  and  advises  management  in  an  effort  to  achieve  greater 
public  acceptance  of  agency  goals  and  policies. 

4.  Central  Records  and  Files,  which 

.  .  .  administers  and  maintains  voluminous  records  system  for  social  services  and  categorical  public  assistance  programs  in  North 
Carolina,  including  all  basic  case  records  and  related  correspondence  for  public  assistance,  adoptions,  medical  services,  facility 
and   program  licensing  and  other  statutory  functions  of  the  Department. 

5.  Mail  and  Duplicating  Section,  which 

.  .  .  operates  printing  and  duplicating  shop,  stock  room,  mail  and  messenger  services. 

Other  general  services  include  administering  a  system  of  standards  for  office  space  and  facilities  in  local  departments  and  providing 
consultation  thereto;  procurement  and  assignment  of  motor  vehicles,  parking,  telephones,  and  office  space;  maintaining  equipment  in- 
ventory, operation  of  agency  library,  and  providing  other  administrative  services  necessary  for  efficient  operation  of  the  Department. 
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DIVISION  OF  THE  COMPTROLLER 

Roy  L  Holley,  Comptroller 

The  Division  of  the  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  administering  the  fiscal,  budgetary,  financial,  statistical,  accounting,  data  process 
ing,  and  internal  audit  functions  of  the  Department  which  is  accomplished  through  the  work  of  three  sections. 

1.  Data  Processing,  which 

.  .  .  maintains  an  automated  data  bank  on  all  public  assistance  and  medical  assistance  cases  within  the  state; 

.  .  .  processes  and  mails  public  assistance  checks  and  vendor  payment  medical  services  checks; 

.  .  .  operates  a  data  exchange  with  the  Social  Security  Administration; 

.  .  .  provides  systems  analysis  and  programs  support  for  all   programs  administered   by  the  Department  of  Social   Services. 

2.  Finance  and  Budgets 

The  Finance  and  Budgets  Section  is  composed  of  three  units  which  collectively  fulfill  the  responsibilities  of  the  section.  The 
three  units  and  their  assigned  responsibilities  are: 

a.  Public  Assistance  Accounting,  which 

.  .  .  handles  fiscal  matters  pertaining  to  the  categorical  money  payment,  work  incentive,  day  care,  and  family  planning  programs,  as 
well  as  recoveries  under  the  aid  to  the  aged  and  disabled  lien  law,  and  various  related  demonstration  and  special  programs  and 
projects; 

.  .  .  computes,  disburses,  and  accounts  for  Federal  and  State  funds  participation  in  the  cost  of  county  administration  of  social  services 
programs; 

.  .  .  carries  prime  responsibility  for  implementing  the  Department's  cost  allocation  plan,  thereby  securing  Federal  funds  participation 
in  programs  and  their  administration; 

.  .  .  conducts  fiscal  audits  of  county  departments  of  social  services. 

b.  Medical  Services  Accounting,  which 

.  .  .  carries  primary  responsibility  for  fiscal  matters  pertaining  to  the  various  medical  assistance  programs  of  the  Department. 

c.  General  Accounting,  which 

...  is  responsible  for  all  fiscal  matters  of  the  Department  other  than  those  assigned  to  the  two  units  above,  including  maintaining  a 
system  of  general    ledger  accounting  for  the  Department's  fiscal   operation; 

.  .  .  develops  estimates  of  Federal  funds  required  for  the  public  assistance  programs  and  their  administration; 

.  .  .  purchases   all    supplies   and   equipment    required   for  departmental  operations.

.  .  .  develops  estimates  and  prepares  projections  by  caseloads  and  average  payments  for  budget  purposes  and  for  input  for  program  im- 
provements; 
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.  .  .  develops  and  maintains  the  Department's  cost  allocation  plan; 

.  .  .  provides  technical  assistance  in  designing  and  implementing  new  systems  as  they  relate  to  program  reporting  and  evaluation. 

*        *        * 

Through  the  Division  of  the  Comptroller,  several  significant  management  improvements  have  been  effected  since  1968  that  have 
resulted  in  more  efficient  and  economical  operation  for  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services  as  well  as  the  county  social  services 
departments.  Through  the  use  of  data  processing,  for  instance,  there  has  been  a  marked  reduction  in  administrative  reporting  required 
of  the  county  departments  since  relevant  current  data  is  extracted  from  appropriate  documents  from  the  counties  and  is  readily  available 
through  the  automated  system. 

A  label  system  which  was  developed  for  authorizing  medical  services  which  also  provides  positive  identification  of  the  recipient 
once  the  claims  are  returned  has  vastly  reduced  the  man  hours  required  for  clerical  help.  This  system  has  received  nationwide  attention 
and  is  being  adopted  by  some  other  states  for  use  in  their  Medicaid  program.  In  addition,  one  of  the  leading  business  form  companies 
is  in  the  process  of  documenting  this  system  for  publication  in  one  of  the  national  trade  magazines. 

Heretofore  when  counties  authorized  new  public  assistance  cases  between  monthly  payments,  checks  were  delayed  in  getting  to 
these  recipients.  A  procedure  has  now  been  developed  so  that  each  day  as  new  cases  are  processed  into  the  system,  checks  are 
mailed  to  the  recipients. 

In  addition,  the  Division  of  the  Comptroller  has  resumed  publication  of  a  statistical  journal  containing  statistics  related  to  on-going 
programs  as  well  as  highlights  of  key  aspects  of  the  Department's  programs.

The  Division  of  Disability  Determination   is  responsible  for  processing  applications   for  Social    Security  disability   benefits.  The 
responsibilities  include: 

.  .  .  making  decisions  regarding  eligibility  for  benefits  on  initial  applications  and,  if  disabled,  determining  date  of  onset  of  disability; 

.  .  .  re-evaluating  case  and  making  decision  on  claim,  if  claimant  requests  reconsideration  of  his  claim; 

.  .  .  evaluating  continuing  eligibility  for  benefits  if  medical  improvement  is  expected,  if  recipient  returns  to  work  or  is  rehabilitated; 

.  .  .  establishing  procedures  and  securing  additional   medical  or  vocational  evidence  needed; 

.  .  .  determining  possible  eligibility  for  vocational  rehabilitation  services  and  making  referrals  to  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation; 

.  .  .  establishing  and   maintaining  panel   of  medical   consultants  throughout  the  State  and  interpreting  the  program  to  all  physicians  in 
the  State; 

.  .  .  making  working  agreements  with   rehabilitation  centers  for  vocational  assessments. 
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DIVISION  OF  FIELD  SERVICES 
Ellen  D.  Bush,  Director 

The  Division  of  Field  Services  is  responsible  for  supervising  through  its  field  representatives  the  administration  of  social  services 
programs  in  accordance  with  State  and  Federal  laws  and  policies  in  the  100  county  social  services  departments.  In  doing  this  the  field 
representatives  perform  various  functions  as  follows: 

.  .  .  interpret  State  and  Federal  laws  and  policies  to  county  social  services  directors,  and  supervise  the  implementation  of  this  interpreta- 
tion;

.  .  .  assist  county  social  services  directors  in  general  in  planning  and  implementing  all  phases  of  an  effective  program. 
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DIVISION  OF  MEDICAL  SERVICES 
Emmett  L  Sellers,  Director 

The  Division  of  Medical  Services  is  responsible  for  administering  the  Title  XIX,  Medicaid,  program.  Services  are  provided  to  the 
county  departments  of  social  services  and  to  professional  health  personnel  who  offer  direct  patient  care.  The  methods  utilized  by  the 
division  in  meeting  this  responsibility  are: 

.  .  .  develops  policies  and  procedures,  subject  to  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Social  Services,  relating  to  provision  of  medical  care  for 
eligible  patients; 

.  .  .  maintains  and   distributes   medical   assistance   manuals  and    manuals  for  providers  of  medical  services; 

.  .  .  maintains    registry  of  certified    institutional    providers; 

.  .  .  develops  plans  for  reviews  of  the  utilization  of  medical  services; 

.  .  .  provides  direction  to  and  coordinates  with  the  fiscal   intermediary; 

.  .  .  handles  requests  for  approval  for  those  medical  services  which  require  prior  authorization. 

-*        *        * 

At  the  beginning  of  this  biennuim,  this  state  had  a  generous  program  of  medical  services  for  public  assistance  recipients  and  the 
medically  indigent  which  included  in-  and  outpatient  hospital  care,  prescription  drugs,  and  limited  dental  services.  Cost  of  needed  care 
for  recipients  in  nursing  homes,  also  a  medical  service,  was  included  in  the  public  assistance  check.  During  the  early  part  of  this 
biennium,  dental  services  were  expanded  to  include  dental  prostheses  and  were  extended  to  all  adults  receiving  public  assistance  as 
well  as  to  the  medically  indigent.  A  program  of  care  for  the  aged  in  State  mental  hospitals  was  initiated  as  was  a  limited  program  of 
physician  services. 

Title  XIX,  Medicaid,  became  effective  in  North  Carolina  January  1,  1970.  Under  this  program  the  following  services  for  both  public 
assistance  recipients  and  the  medically  indigent  were  added  to  the  existing  program:  laboratory  and  x-ray  services  outside  a  hospital, 
home  health  care,  optometric  services  and  eyeglasses.  A  full  program  of  physician  services  was  added  and  dental  services  were 
extended  to  children  as  well  as  to  adults  who  were  previously  covered.  Payment  for  nursing  home  care,  previously  included  in  the 
recipient's  checks,  is  now  a  payment  made  directly  to  the  vendor  of  the  service,  as  is  the  case  in  all  other  vendor  services.  Payments 
to  institutions  providing  medical  services,  instead  of  being  paid  at  an  arbitrary  rate,  are  paid  on  the  basis  of  reimbursement  of  reason- 
able costs,  and  pavments  to  physicians  and  dentists  are  now  based  on  usual,  customary  and  reasonable  charges. 

North  Carolina  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  serves  as  the  Medicaid  intermediary,  processing  claims,  maintaining  appropriate  control 
procedures,  and  compiling  for  the  Department  of  Social  Services  financial  information  and  statistical  data,  as  well  as  performing  other 
pertinent   functions. 
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DIVISION  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

Louis  G.  Christian,  Director 

The  Division  of  Special  Services,  is  responsible  for  administering  six  special  programs  and  providing  staff  assistance  for  developing 
new  programs  and  all  special  demonstration  projects.  Its  services  are  rendered  through  the  office  of  the  division  director  and  six  major 
sections  providing  assistance  and  administering  programs  as  indicated  by  their  titles. 

1.  Special  Consultation,  which: 

.  .  .  assures  that,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  no  person  is  denied  participation  in  any 
Federally  financed  social   services  program  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin; 

.  .  .  works  cooperatively  with  Civil  Defense  in  planning  emergency  welfare  services  to  be  provided  to  disaster  victims; 

.  .  .  makes  recommendations  and  promotes  plans  and  programs  designed  to  improve  the  housing  of  social  services  recipients. 

2.  Community  Services,  which: 

.  .  .  seeks  ways  and  means  to  reduce,  prevent,  and  eliminate  the  causes  of  social  problems; 

.  .  .  develops  and  utilizes  a  process  aimed  at  solving  social  problems; 

.  .  .  provides   liaison  for   Model    Cities  projects; 

.  .  .  assists  county  social  services  directors  in  developing  and  maintaining  various  phases  of  their  programs. 

3.  Jail  and  Detention  Services,  which: 

.  .  .  inspects  all   local  confinement  facilities  and  submits  reports  to  local  governing  bodies; 

.  .  .  approves  all   new  construction  and  major  renovation  of  local  confinement  facilities,  including  special  consultation  and  supervision 
for  juvenile  detention  facilities; 

.  .  .  plans  and  conducts  a  continuing  training  program  for  all   personnel    in    local    confinement   administration; 

.  .  .  consults  with   local  government  officials  and  advises  them  concerning  programs  and  problems  related  to  confinement; 

.  .  .  reviews  applications  for  and  makes  recommendations  relating  to  grants  for  constructing  and  renovating  local  confinement  facilities. 

4.  Job  Corps,  which: 

.  .  .  provides  employability  counseling  for  16-21  year-old  school  dropouts; 

.  .  .  recruits,  screens,  and  sends  applicants  to  Job  Corps  camps  for  residential  training; 

.  .  .  refers  applicants  to  other  resource  agencies  when  Job  Corps  is  not  feasible; 

.  .  .  coordinates  with  employment  agencies  to  assist  Job  Corps  graduates  with  employment. 

5.  PACE  —  I.N.C.  (Plan  Assuring  College  Education  In  North  Carolina),  which: 

.  .  .  provides  the  administration  and  coordination  for  securing  summer  employment  in  public  or  private  non-profit  agencies  and  organi- 
zations for  college  students  in  need  of  financial  aid  to  begin  or  continue  higher  education; 

.  .  .  organizes  local  county  volunteer  committees  to  place  students  in  summer  employment  in  their  home  communities; 

.  .  .  provides  consultation  to  high   school   guidance  counselors,  college  financial  aid  officers,  and   local  volunteer  citizens  in  a  cooper- 
ative endeavor  to  administer  effective   use  of  college  work-study  funds  as  provided  by  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965. 
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6.      Solicitation  Licensing,  which: 

.  .  .  reviews  all  applications  from  charitable  organizations  planning  to  solicit  funds  in  North  Carolina; 

.  .  .  issues  licenses  to  those  charitable  organizations  which  meet  the  State  law  requirements; 

.  .  .  prepares  and  distributes  to  the  public  lists  of  organizations  which  have  either  received  or  been  denied  a  license  to  solicit  funds  in 
North   Carolina; 

.  .  .  assures  that  minimum  standards  under  the  law  are  maintained  by  agencies  and  organizations  soliciting  funds. 

■*        *        * 

The  Community  Services  Program  whose  basic  goal  is  working  through  community  organizations  to  help  reduce,  prevent,  and  elim- 
inate causes  of  social  problems,  has  heretofore  been  a  Federally  financed  demonstration  project  in  approximately  20  counties.  During 
this  biennium,  through  State  appropriations,  it  has  been  incorporated  into  the  ongoing  social  services  program  and  expanded  to  include 
all   100  counties. 

Under  PACE—  I.N. C.  (Plan  Assuring  College  Education  in  North  Carolina)  in  1969,  1,912  students  were  placed  in  summer  employment 
under  the  work-study  provisions  of  the  Federal  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965.  In  1970,  2,109  students  were  placed.  In  1969,  total  gross 
wages  earned  by  these  students  for  education  beyond  the  high  school  amounted  to  $1,261,185  for  an  average  per  student  of  $660.  The 
1970  gross  earnings   increased  to  $1,467,013  for  an  average  of  $750. 

The  PACE  Academic  Year  Program  for  expansion  of  the  student  work  placement  off-campus  during  the  academic  year  as  well  as 
during  the  summer  has  now  been  developed  and  implemented  on  a  pilot  basis. 

During  the  1968-70  biennium  3,217  male  youths  from  North  Carolina  were  enrolled  in  Job  Corps  Centers.  During  this  two-year  period, 
3,522  Job  Corps  applications  were  completed  and  there  were  724  graduates  from  Job  Corps  training.  This  department's  Job  Corps  Sec- 
tion now  recruits  male  youths  in  all  100  counties,  whereas  during  the  past  biennium  in  11  counties  recruitment  was  handled  by  another 
organization. 

Jail  and  detention  services  have  been  greatly  accelerated  during  this  two-year  period.  A  motivating  factor  is  the  minimum  jail 
standards,  approved  by  the  Governor  in  November  1968,  to  be  effective  January  1,  1969.  In  line  with  the  provisions  of  the  standards,  all 
jails  and  juvenile  detention  facilities  are  now  being  inspected  semiannually  with  written  reports  on  each  inspection.  As  a  result, 
improvements  in  local  confinement  facilities  are  at  an  all  time  high.  Ten  new  jails  have  been  constructed  and  21  have  been  renovated 
during  this  period;  whereas,  prior  to  this,  over  28  years  an  average  of  one  jail  per  year  was  built.  Four  county  jails  were  closed  by 
statutory  authority  for  failure  to  meet  the  standards. 

The  training  program  for  confinement  personnel  was  continued,  participated  in  by  1,037  persons,  and  a  $69,150  grant  from  the 
Law  and  Order  Division,  State  Department  of  Local  Affairs,  has  made  it  possible  to  expand  this  program  to  include  in-service  training 
for  jail  personnel  through  community  colleges.  Another  grant  from  the  same  source  provided  for  the  employment  of  a  juvenile  services 
specialist. 

The  Jail  and  Detention  Services  Section  jointly  with  the  Department  of  Local  Affairs  and  the  Institute  of  Government  studied 
the  feasibility  of  regional  jails,   resulting   in   Pasquotank,   Perquimans,  and  Camden  counties  making  plans  for  one. 

A  full-time  Civil  Rights  coordinator  for  the  Department  was  named  in  1969  and  the  position  was  placed  in  the  Special  Services 
Division.  A  Civil  Rights  Strategy  Committee  was  named  and  a  series  of  Civil  Rights  reviews  were  started  in  county  departments  of 
social   services.

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DIVISION  OF  WELFARE  PROGRAMS 

Louis  O'Conner,  Jr.,  Director 

The  Division  of  Welfare  Programs  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services' 
programs  offering  financial  assistance  and  social  services  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina.  Responsibilities  as  indicated  are  carried 
out  by  the  division  through  the  office  of  the  director  and  the  following  five  major  sections: 

1.  Financial   Services,  which: 

.  .  .  develops  and  interprets  policies  and  procedures  for  public  assistance  categories; 

.  .  .  develops  and  interprets  policies  and  procedures  for  the  Food  Stamp  Program  and  coordinates  with  the  State  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture in  developing  policies  and  procedures  for  the  eligibility  aspect  of  the  Surplus  Commodity  Program; 

.  .  .  conducts  fair  hearings  on   individual   cases   in   public  assistance,  food  stamps,  and  revocations  of  licenses  of  group  care  facilities 
for  adults; 

.  .  .  develops  and  interprets  policies  for  that  portion  of  the  Work  Incentive  Program  relating  to  coordination  with  the  State  Employment 
Security  Commission  and   implementation  at  the   local   level; 

.  .  .  validates  eligibility  by  full  field  investigations  in  all  categories  of  selected  sample  puolic  assistance  cases  and  makes  recommenda- 
tions for  changes  in  policies  and  program  planning. 

2.  Family  and  Children's  Services,  which: 

.  .  .  gives  supervision  and  consultation  related  to  child  welfare  services   programs   to  all   county  social   services  departments   enabling 
them  to  expand,  extend,  and  strengthen  their  child  welfare  program; 

.  .  .  provides  aid   for   needy,  dependent  and   delinquent   children   by  paying  for  subsistence   in  boarding  homes  and  provides  for  the 
development  and  use  of  other  resources  needed  by  these  children; 

.  .  .  supervises  the  State  adoption  program  and  assists  county  social  services  departments  in  developing  and  maintaining  sound  adoption 
services; 

.  .  .  provides  a  voluntary  licensing  service  to  day  care  facilities  and  consultation  services  to  licensed  facilities  in  an  effort  to  upgrade 
the  quality  of  care  provided; 

.  .  .  supervises  the  provision  of  family  planning  services  through  the  county  social  services  departments; 

.  .  .  maintains  a  central  registry  for  receiving  reports  of  cases  of  child  abuse  and  neglect; 

.  .  .  administers  State  foster  care  funds  and  supervises  and  gives  consultation  to  county  departments  in  work  with  foster  children,  includ- 
ing licensing  foster  homes; 

.  .  .  gives  consultation  and  licensing  services  to  maternity  homes  and  child  placing  agencies  in  the  State  and  to  all  child  caring  institu- 
tions required  by  laws  to  be  licensed  or  requesting  the  service; 

.  .  .  gives  consultation  services  in  area  of  juvenile  delinquency  to  all    district    courts    and  county    social    services    departments    which 
provide   probation  service. 

3.  Services  to  Adults,  which: 

.  .  .  develops  rules  and  regulations  for  licensing  boarding  homes  and   rest   homes   for   aged    and   physically   and    mentally    infirm   and 
inspects  and  licenses  such  boarding  homes  and  rest  homes; 

.  .  .  develops  policies  and  procedures  for  services  to  adults  in  or  out  of  group  care  and  plans  and  facilitates  placement  of  patients  re- 
leased from  State  institutions  into  the  community; 
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.  .  .  provides  consultation  on  services  to  adults  to  county  department  personnel  and  boarding  home  and  rest  home  operators  and 
maintains  a  current  list  of  licensed  boarding  homes  and  rest  homes. 

4.  Supportive  Services,  which: 

.  .  .  promotes,  develops  and  extends  subprofessional  services  through  two  specialized  programs,  the  Homemaker  Service  Program  and 
the  Social   Services  Aide  Program; 

.  .  .  formulates  policies  and  standards  for  subprofessional  programs  and  coordinates  pertinent  aspects  of  these  programs  with  other 
agencies; 

.  .  .  assists  with  the  planning,  development  and  execution  of  training  programs  for  subprofessional  staff  and  provides  consultation 
services  to  county  social  services  departments  and  related  agencies  in  the  development,  administration  and  evaluation  of  these 
programs. 

5.  Psychological  Services,  which: 

.  .  .  provides  psychological  services,  testing,  consultation  and  counseling  through   the  county  social   services   departments; 

.  .  .  licenses  all  non-medical  private  facilities  for  alcoholics; 

.  .  .  provides  clearance  of  residence  for  interstate  transfer  of  mental  patients,  in  cooperation  with  State  hospitals  and  the  Department 
of  Mental  Health. 

*        *        * 

The  mandatory  1967  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  sparked  much  activity  in  the  area  of  day  care  during  this  two-year 
period.  A  valuable  contribution  here  will  be  the  revised  day  care  standards,  developed  by  an  inter-disciplinary  committee  and  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Social  Services  to  be  effective  July  1,  1970. 

A  significant  contribution  in  this  area,  too,  was  a  three-day  seminar  on  "The  Role  of  the  Day  Care  Consultant"  conducted  by  the 
Institute  of  Government  at  the  request  of  the  Department.  The  findings  were  published  in  "Consultation  in  Day  Care,"  a  document  that 
has  received   national   interest. 

Other  new  ventures  in  day  care  include  operation  and/or  supervision  of  day  care  centers  and  small  group  homes  for  children  by 
some  county  social  services  departments  and  participation  by  this  department  with  departments  in  eight  other  southeastern  states  in  a 
three-year    Donner   Foundation    grant    providing   for    innovative    demonstration  day  care  programs. 

Family  planning  has  been  a  part  of  this  department's  program  for  many  years  but  during  the  current  period  a  Family  Planning  Unit 
was  set  up  in  the  Family  and  Children's  Services  Section.  This  department  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  have  signed  an  agreement 
relating  to  family  planning  whereby  local  health  departments  furnish  services  and  we  pay  for  necessary  supplies  so  that  family  planning 
may  be  made  available  to  those  who  need  and  want  such  services.  Ninety-seven  counties  presently  have  family  planning  clinics  under 
health  department  auspices,  supported  by  social  services. 

A  new  program  this  biennium  in  the  Family  and  Children's  Services  Section  is  Family  Support  Services  for  aiding  in  establishing 
paternity  and  in  obtaining  support  for  children  from  deserting  parents.  Another  is  a  North  Carolina  Adoption  Resource  Exchange  which 
was  established  for  registering  children  and  adoptive  parents,  with  emphasis  on  the  hard  to  place  child,  with  the  hope  of  matching 
children  with  parents. 

Five  out  of  ten  counties  designated  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  nave  a  Work  Incentive  Program  for  job  training 
and  placement  for  the  trainees.  There  have  been  some  decided  successes  in  this  program,  notably  in  one  county  where  approximately 
150  job  placements  were  made  in  which  workers  received  wages  up  to  $2.25  per  hour.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  the  program's  oper- 
ation in  that  county,  554  persons  were  enrolled  in  training. 

Under  Federal  requirements,  in  November  1969,  the  State  Board  of  Social  Services  updated  standards  for  paying  public  assistance 
grants  in  order  to  reflect  the  current  cost  of  living,  to  be  effective  January  1,  1970.  This  was  the  first  time  since  1952  that  the  basic 
standards  have  been  updated.  Because  of  the  unprecedented  caseload  increase,  it  was  not  possible,  within  budgeted  funds,  to  pay  100 
percent  of  the  new  standards  in  all  programs.  The  policy  adopted  by  the  Board,  therefore,  was  to  pay  100  percent  of  the  new  standard 
budget  to  aid  to  the  aged  and  disabled  recipients  and  86  percent  of  standard  to  the  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children  re- 
cipients, thereby  maintaining  the  average  payment  in  this  category  at  approximately  the  December  1969  level. 

The  policy,  adopted  this  biennium,  of  separating  financial  aid  from  services  has  been  expedited  in  most  counties  and  has  released 
the  more  highly  trained  personnel  in  county  social  services  departments  from  the  clerical  type  functions  to  permit  them  to  devote  their 
skills  and  energies  to  work  with  individuals  and  families  toward  rehabilitation  and  family  solidarity.
